Roosevelt Extravai^ance. 

The mere statement of the figures of 
Government revenues and expendi- 
tures, as cited by Senator Culbertson, 
for the six years 1903-1909 is an appal- 
ling exposure of extravagance. Dur- 
ing that period President Roosevelt has 
been the dominant leader of his party. 
He has dictated the country’s policies 
and directed its finances, and as a re- 
sult he has brought the Government 
within sight of a deficit which in the 
next year promises to wipe out all the 
savings of the United States Treasury 
during the long era of unparalleled 
prosperity since the war with Spain. 

The session of Congress just enled 
has not only appropriated *1,008,000,- 
j OOO— much less than President Koost- 
I veit demanded— but it has raised the 
1 lotal appropriations to $90,000,000 more 
i than the aggregate expenditures uf 
! 1908, for which a deficit of over $70,- 
; 000,000 is now assured. In the s.x 
I years since 1903 there has been an in- 
crease of about 10 per cent.in expendi- 
; tores, against an increase of only 12 
I per cent, in population. 

I Taking the two items of the army 
: and navy, which Mr. Roosevelt hats 
‘ used all his influence to have increats- 
cd, the expenditures for the last six 
j years exceed those for the si.\ year 
j from 1S98 by .$4 16, 000, (MX) for the army, 
or over 137 per cent., and by $428,000,- 
' 000 for the navy, or almost 236 per 
cent. In six years Mr. Rosevelt has 
had about one and cne-third billions of 
dollars to spend on the military and 
I naval establishments, and is dissatis- 
fied because he has not had more. 

Not less startling is the rapid in- 
crease in new offices under the Roose- 
velt Administration. This year the 
number was 23,784, costing $16,156,000 
and in the six yers 1903-1908 the total 
number of new offices created, aside 
! from many commissions, has been 99,- 
319, er.tallirg an additional expendi- 
i tuie of nearly $70,0o0,000. By com- 
parison, during the six years of the 
Cleveland and McKinley Administra- 
tions from 1893 to 1898 only 10,279 new 
c.ffices vvere created, at an expenditure 
of $6,000,000. 

Mr. Koose/elt would bankrupt any 
treasury, whatever its resources, with 
his military and other magnificent 
projects. But that he should have fail- 
ed to take warning last fall when the 
Government revenues rapidly declined 
and the country’s trade suffered a sud- 
den relapse proves beyond question his 
incapacity for the business manage- 
ment of a great nation. All in's efforts 
have been to incite Congress to further 
wasteful legislation when conditions 
imperatively commanued caution and 
economy. I

The leader is not a man who thinks 
for the people but a man who thinks 
vith the people.

He presents his arguments to them but 
recognizes the right of the people to 
ieje;t any proposition submitted by 
iiim. The leader’s title to leadership 
tests upon his ability to propose the 
oest thing at the right time and, as 
ihose who follow the leader follow him 
voluntary, he must appeal to their 
'.lonscience and their judgment. The 
leader is a moulder of opinion— he 
merely expresses it in effective lan- 
guage. As Thomas Jefferson simply 
put into appropriate words the aspira- 
tions of the people, so, today, the 
leader— the moulder of public opinion - 
coins into current language the senti- 
ment like prec’ous metal, which ex- 
perience brings lorth from humanity’s 
great store house. 

The boss, however, is an entirely 
different character— if the word “char- 
acter” can be applied to one who is 
often without chracater. The boss has 
no sympathy with the people ; he has 
his own interests to serve and what- 
ever authority he can secure he turns 
to his private advantage. The boss is
